- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed claims 40, 44, and 48, with respect to the rejections 
made as presented in paper number 22. Differences and similarities between claims 40 and 44 and specifically the 
Karlstrom reference as well as claim 48 and the Puhl reference were discussed. Proposal (attachment E) of amended 
claims 40, 44, and 48, was discussed with respect to the above art. After cursory review, was noted by Examiner that 
the proposal potentially contained some ambiguity in "digital controller" language (agreed to be item 24 from 
Applicant's specification). It was further noted that for claim 40, Karlstrom possibly possessed a "digital controller" for 
the RF transceiver (as per Figures 2A and 2B and column 4, lines 19-26). In addition to the above items noted in 
claim 40, the proposal for claim 44 further potentially possessed ambiguity in regards to the location of the controller 24 
with respect to the Applicant's specification. In regards to claim 48, proposal overcame Puhl reference, but potentially 
gave rise to a rejection as presented for claims 40 and 44 (as seen in paper number 22). Applicant agreed to consider 
Examiner's comments and submit a formal amendment shortly. Examiner appreciated Applicant's comments and 
responses to all questions posed as well as all discussions. 
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
